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The Yugoslav-Hungarian border has been ccanpletely sealed off in the vicinity 
of Murska Sobota. Fortifications with barbed»wire emplacenients have been 
built on the Yugoslav side, while anti-tank traps, machine gun nests, and 
electrically charged barbed wire have been set up on the Hungarian side. 

It is virtually impossible for border crossers to enter Murska Sobota from 
Hungary.
